Treasury Secretary Feels A Reduction 


Of Up To $300,000,000 .Possible-

WASHINGTON. Oct. I?.— (By the Associtaed Press.)' 


—A tax reduction of $250,000,000 to $300,000.000 was recom- 
mended to congress today by Secretary Mellon. 


Without attempting to lay down definite schedules, he 


suggests that a reduction in surtaxes to 20 per cent in place 
of the present 37 per cent would not cripple the treasury. 


This would reduce the maximum tax, surtax and normal, 


levied on the largest income to 25 per cent. It now is 42 
per cent.

the Mississippi river. He expects to 
present there ' his idea of using 
water from the Missouri river and 
other large streams to irrigate large 
areas of land in the states through 
which they flow or which border on 
them. 
In his letter to 
the navigation 


conference at Kansas City, to be 
read at its opening session Mon- 
day, 
the Nebraska executive says: 
.Governor's Letter. 
"Gentlemen: Regretting my In- 
ability to meet with you, I beg to 
express my full endorsement of the 
object of your gathering. 
"The Missouri and the Mississippi 
rivers flow through the great store- 
house o-f the nation. The productive 
capacity of the vast area drained 
by 
these rivers and their tribu- 
taries has no equal. In the things 
that sustain human life and con- 
tribute to the welfare of the race 
it challeng-es comparison. It is the 
garden and granary of the nation. 
"Its inhabitants are of those who 


moved the frontier westward and 
planted civilization in the wilder- 
ness.

•—In a rural 
state such as Neb- 
raska, the one community worker 
should be a person who is able to 
promote good health as well as 
aid in the establishment of better 
social conditions, 
Miss 
Harriet 
Patterson, county nurse of Beaver- 
City declared in a paper read be- 
fore the State Conference o£ Soc- 
ial Work 
here 
Monday. 
Miss 
Patterson's talk was a part ot a 
round 
table discussion 
on the 


Question, "Who shall be the social 
worker in a small community?" 
The nurse through her training 


has had an opportunity to study, 
not only the physical condition of 
the patients with which she comes 
in contact, but also the mental in- 
fluences that effect 
the various 
cases. Miss Patterson said. Thus 
she often learns of unhealthy home 
and social conditions that influ- 
ence her patients. 
"It is conceded," Miss Patterson 


said, "that a very large percent- 
age of our present 
social evils 


originate 
in lack of good 
health 
and meatal discipline. The nurse, 
because of her training, is enabled 
to note symptoms o£ phjoical and 
mental disturbances 
which are 


not apparent to others and because 
of this same training is m a pos- 
ition to supervise 
arid build up 


the health of family members. 


"In those portions of the United 
States 
where 
the population is 


dense it is necessary to have spec- 
ialists in the various lines of wel- 
fare work. 
However, in the cen- 
tral and western states where, the 
population is largely rural this is 
impracticable. In a state such as 
Nebraska, 
the one 
community 


worker should be able to promote 
good health as well as aid in the 
establishment 
of better 
social 


conditions.

nurses 
in Nebraska.

University" For 
Paroled Men is 


Training Of 
Urged By Landis 


KEARNEY, Neb., Oct. 19.—OP)— 


'A University for the Overlooked1' 
was urged for the training of of- 
'enders paroled from prisons and 
correctional institutions by Judge 
H. D. Landis of the Fifth judicial 
district in a discussion of the re- 
turned delinquent read before that 
State Conference of Social! work 
here Monday. 


At present, 
Judge Landis said, 


he citizen is in an angry mood 
against the criminal and everything 
surrounding the problem of the re- 
urned delinquent. He pointed to 
the prevalent feeling- ''that crime is 
in enemy and should be destroyed." 


"\Ve_are safe in assuming, how- 


ever,'' Judge Landis said, '"that our 
state has the ideal of training all 
offenders within its prison walls in 
the art of .right living-, of creating 
a sense of social responsibility, and 
iquipping them with<"the technical 
skill and habits of industry, to re- 
gain a footing in the world after 
release from confinement. 


"The great majority of delin- 


luents are released upon parole. 
Very few of these are able to win 
maided their 
proper 
position in 


society and the aim of reconstruc- 
tion can only be sraised by expert 
guidance and supervision of the de- 
inquent after he has served the 
penalty of the 
law. 
Recognizing 


this need we must work out a rem- 
edy."The remedy which appeals to 
me," he urged, "is a University for 
the Overlooked—an institution with 
vocational ideals 
especially built 


and maintained as an intermediate 
place from 
confinement 
to the 


world. 


"Out 
in the wide spaces of west- 


ern Nebraska would be the ideal 


places for such an institution. Here 
should be gathered an expert staff 
of sane men and women, actuated 
by ideals that each person con- 
victed of a crime should be regard- 
ed as an individual who by the ap- 
plication of 
influences 
of labor, 


education, religion, scientific treat- 
ment and a. well-organized system 
of parole, is capable of reinstate- 
ment In civic life. 
'With the vocational idea 
most 


prominent, 
such 
an 
institution 


would be a great industrial center 
which could be to the material ad- 
vantage of the state and save the 
taxpayer 
from 
maintenance cost. 


Every reconstructed citizen is an 
asset to the state. There would be 
no bars nor cells: the atmosphere 
would be that of a great university, 
which is a most valuable thing in 
itself. Here could be combined the 
agencies of recreation, culture, re- 
ligion, vocation and citizenship. 


"As a rule few prisoners com- 


mitted to our institutions have been 
trained "to earn their own living in 
the world. Very few ever reached 
the seventh grade in the public 
school. 
They are as a rule both 
industrially and educationally in- 
ferior. 
The aim of the university 


should be to train the matriculate 
where most needed." 
Judge Landis recommended that 


the conference make a preliminary 
survey and appoint a responsible 
group to make a study of the feas- 
ibility of such a plan. He declared 
that'if such a plan is feasible, the 
state is the agency which should 
make the 
initial 
investment to 


bring it about, 
pointing out that 
Nebraska is a "progressive state, 
anxious and willing to do what is 
best for its unfortunate citizens."

A DECREASE IN FARMS. 
A decrease of 75,735 in the total number of farms 


in the United States during the last five years is 
shown in a recent census report issued by the de- 
partment of commerce at Washington. 
In the face 


of this decrease the report shows that the number 
of farms in Nebraska has increased 3,413 durin? 
that period. 
Several other western states, particu- 


larly Nevada and Texas, also show increases. Other 


^ increases noted are in the thickly populated New 


England states. 


The causes given for the increases which have 


occurred include the breaking 'up of farms in th-: 
eastern states into small fruit and 
truck 
garden 


acreages. 
In Nebraska and other western states 


the reclamation of lands through irrigation is said 
to be responsible for the growth in numbers. 


* * * 


A year ago Vice President Dawes, then speaking 


in Lincoln as a candidate of the republcian party 
for the office he now holds, and speaking- for the 
administration in consequence of President Coolidge's 
campaign of silence, definitely stated the administra- 
tion's opposition to further reclamation of western 
lands. 
This opposition, however, was in the guise 


of a plan to aid agriculture. 


Further reclamation, he argued, would serve to 


increase the total grain production. 
The germ of 


the farmers' ills lies in the present over-production 
as compared to the demand, according, to his theory. 
The cure he proposed was a curtailment of grain 
production. , In effect Mr. Dawes forewarned the 
people of the west and middle west that any attemp* 
to push the reclamation of arid western lands would 
meet with the opposition of the present administra- 
tion. 
* * * 


How accurate was the information on which Mr. 


Dawes based his theory is indicated in the depart- 
ment of commerce report. 
The increased numbe' 


of farms in Nebraska has occurred almost wholly 
in the extreme western part of the state, where the 
success of the sugar beet and potato industries in 
the North Platte counties have been responsible. Land 
reclamation there has greatly increased the wealth 
and prosperity of those western counties but there 
has been but little added production of small grains. 


The same situation exists in Nevada, where 


lands reclaimed by irrigation have been used for the 
growing- of fruits and vegetables, rather than grains 
Only in Texas is there a possibility that the increas- 
ing number of farms has added to the small gra'- 
productian. In the eastern states the turning fr^ 
basic agricultural crops of the production of garden 
vegetables and fruit has decreased the production 
of grains. 


Mr/Dawes apparently did not take into considera- 


tion Just what crops are adapted to these reclaimed 
lands or he would not 
have 
ventured 
such 
a 


'theory in support of his opposition to reclamation. 


Irrigation thus" far has served to increase pros- 


perity through making possible the production of crops 
other than small grains. 
Farmers in the west and 


middle west are finding other sources of wealth and 
are prospering in the discovery. 
If there is an 


actual desire to better the financial conditions in this 
and other agricultural states the opportunity pro 
sented in reclamation of unused lands should be 
taken advantage of and the bills which will bo in- 
troduced in the coming session of congress for thr 
financing of further reclamation projects will re_ 
ceive the support rather than suffer the opposition 
of the administration. 


COMMON SENSE IN GOVERNMENT. 


Every now and then, somebody who has made a 


book study of political economy but is not familiar 
with the way things are done in actual practice 
comes along with a new scheme for conducting the 
affairs of cities and offers it as the one and only 
way to get the public business handled as it should 
be. But observing citizens have learned by experience 
that it is not the system so much as the character 
of administration that really counts. 


Lincoln people were told once upon a time that 


if they 'would throw overboard the ol'd form of gov- 
ernment by ward councilmen and adopt the com 
mission form it would assure proper business man- 
agement in civic affairs. 
They did so, but found 


that some of the old evils persisted while new ones 
developed. 
Nowadays, the prevailing municipal fad 


is the city manager system, and 
no doubt some 


people honestly believe that its adoption would end 
a great many existing weaknesses. 


The citizen who imagines that 
perfection in 


government will ever be attained, or that politicians 
will ever be anything but politicians, is simply de- 
luding himself. 
No matter what sort of a govern- 


ing body a community may have, its members who 
are elected by the people and responsible to them will 
naturally try to keep themselves in office by build- 
ing ns many fences as they can and doing as littlf 
as possible to antagonize the voters. And even under 
the city manager plan, the central authority rests in 
a group of elected councilmen, whose servant he Is, 
or in the hands of a mayor who must depend on popu- 
lar approval for his^ continued tenure. 


There have been conspicuous instances, such as 


that at Knoxville, Tenn., where the city manager 
- plan has brought excellent results because the people 


chose level-headed business men, instead of profes- 
sional politicians, as mayors and councilmen, and the 
latter in turn got the right kind of a man for the 
position of manager. 


-• Other cases could he cited, including Cleveland, 
O., where the old political machines retained their 
control after the city manager system was adopted, 
the only real difference being that the same fellows 
draw much larger salaries and had a closer grip on 
the municipal administration than they did before. 
In these cities the manager has been expected by 
his bosses to help keep the machine in power. More 
jobs have been created to takfe care of henchmen, 
and the total expenditures have greatly increased. 


When American citizens firmly grasp the idea 


that .the kind of government they have is just what 
they themselves stand for, and that government will 
Improve when they stop electing self-seekers and 
small-calibre men to office, the public business will 
b« conducted more economically and efficiently than 
It Is now. 


So *lonjf ns candidates arc elected or defeated on 


the basis of being "good fellows," or because of their 
religlqu.3 affiliations or the lack of such afClliations, 
•r for any other reason which does not hear on their 
qualifications or trustworthiness, the people may ox- 
pect public affairs to he mismanaged in greater or 
less degree.

Once 


Is being belabored by cotton growers and all others 
Interested in that industry, this time because of the 
big upset in the estimate of the cotton crop put out 
as of October 1. This estimate Increased the pros- 
pects of the crop this year 828,000 bales, as com- 
pared with September 16, Just two weeks before. 


Cotton growers, dealers and manufacturers have 


registered vigorous protests heretofore, but at no 
time in the past has there been as great cause for 
dissatisfaction as during the present year. In 1924 
the variation between the lowest and the highest 
estimates made during the growing seawon only 
amounted to 654,000 bales, 
and 
then the final 


estimate as of December 1, was more than 600,000 
bales below the actual yield, which was determined 
some months later. 
' 


This year, however, the difference 
between the 


lowest and highest estimates amounts to 1,192,000 
bales. Under the law these estimates are made pub- 
lic twice each 
month and the difference in two 


weeks time has been as great as 250,000., 424,000, and 
828,000 bales. The lowest estimate was 
issued on. 


August 8, at which time the crop production was 
13,566,000 bales, while the highest estimate -was of 
October 1, which fixed the crop at 14,759,000 bales. 


Obviously such wide variations within such short 


periods must have an extremely demoralizing effect 
upon business and those directly interested are up 
in arms. They say that private agencies which are 
operated without cost to the government are much 
more reliable, as proven by final results, but that the 
government bulletins 
exercise a decided influence 


which it is impossible to overcome. They carry an 
air of authority which cannot attach to an unofficial 
statement, notwithstanding the fact that the latter 
is considered tiy the knowing ones to be much more 
accurate. 


Inaccurate bulletins of this character are much 


worse than no information at all and for this reas- 
on the cotton people are quite anxious that the de- 
partment eliminate this branch of its activities. They 
say that they can get along much better without it. 
This section of the country has bad experience in 
departmental guessing and is therefore quite willing 
to believe that the complaint in regard to cotton is 
well founded. 


BLIND MOTHER'S LOVE. 


Over in Iowa a widow has sold her household 


goods and pledged what other funds she had to de-~ 
fend her son, facing sentence after pleading guilt to 
murder. 
It was an ordinary crime. 
This lad killed 


his father and also shot and dangerously -wounded 
the mother, who is now going into court to.defend 
her boy. 


Most of us would say offhand that it was a case 


of blind mother love. The lad was a brilliant student 
in college and in the schools, but there is every in- 
dication that he was a selfish, headstrong youth who 
was accustomed to having his own way. 
His only 


explanation of the crime was that there had been 
discord in the home, and that his father had refused 
to approve some of his boyish requests. 
The fact 


that he also shot his mother would seem to discredit 
the motive which the lad gave for the murder. 


For weeks the mother was unconscious as a re- 


sult of her wounds. 
It is probable that she will 


always be an invalid. 
And yet even the thought 


that she must needs go sparingly with her slender 
resources was of little weight "when the life or death 
of her boy, who dealt this cruel blow, is at stake. 
She had little ready cash. 
So she sold her house- 


hold goods. She took the little money coming in from 
an insurance policy. 
And with it she engaged at- 


torneys to fight the law which was seeking to make 
her son pav the penalty for his misdeed. 


There is nothing unusual in this exhibition of 


mother love. 
It has always been so. 
If the mother 


had refused to come .to the aid of her boy, that 
action would have provided the exception. 
Poets 


throughout the ages have paid their tribute to mother. 
She is the one who always understands when the 
rest of the world does not. 
She is the one who is 


always able to see some good in her boy or her girl, 
and is ready to forgive and to defend. 
This Iowa 


mother is true to the instincts of her sex, no mattei 
what the rest of the world may say or may think. 
And while we may entertain a pity for. her blindness, 
we would not change her if we could. 


A SIGNIFICANT ANNIVERSARY. 


The American navy will celebrate its one hun. 


dred and fiftieth anniversary on October 27. That 
is the date officially designated by President Cool- 
idge for observance of what we know as JMayy Day. 


The American public has been surfeited with 


special holidays and observances so that it does not 
attach the interest which it otherwise would if there 
were fewer of them. 
But no thoughtful citizen can 


remain blind to the part which the navy has played 
in American history. 
Equalling the exploits of dar- 


ing and courage on land has been the 
record of 


American seafighters. 


The slowness of travel in the earlier years gave 


America a sense- of security which she does not feel 
today. 
In the beginning our isolation from Europe 


and the old -world was a barrier which was deemed 
more effective than all of the ships of war. 
But the 


increasing rapidity of travel has tended to break 
down this feeling. 
Today we know that an enemy 


might easily reach the shores of America by air or 
by water in force and within a comparatively short 
time. 


Of equal 
consequence Is the huge growth of 


foreign commerce. 
In the last decade American 


trade abroad has increased 25 percent. 
Before thr- 


war less than 10 percent of American products were 
being carried in American ships. Today the merchant 
marine of this country has increased so that 40 per- 
cent of our foreign trade Is handled by ships owned 
and operated by American citizens. 
The responsi- 


bility for maintaining this fine record falls upon the 
navy.

FAT IN SPOTS. 


"Dear Doctor: I hate the sight of my arms,' inu bust, my hips, my 


legs, my ankles. As I do not seem to be so eery much overdlstended in 
other parts, can't I reduce them without dieting? 


I get these letters by the thousands. Fat in spots. Fat does seem 


to have a predisposition to settle in certain spots in some victims, rather 
than to be symmetrically apportioned. 


The same cause that causes ove/weight in general is responsible 


for the fat in spots, and that is overeating or underexercislng, or both, 
for the needs. (There are such things as actual tumors of fat, but they 
are sharply circumscribed and stand out and look different from the 
oi-dlnary fat. These have to be removed surgically.. 
" Most of the complaints seem to be about fat ankles and legs. A 
girl with the initials "B. M." wrote in complaining about hers and I 
answered her pretty thoroughly, I think, so I'll repeat it: 


"Fat ankles and legs, fat ankles and legs, oh, the woe, oh, the sorrow, 


such unseemly pegs! My dear "B. M." if I only knew for fat ankles and 
legs something speedy to do, my fortune were made, my future secure. 
Have you tried to reduce? Have you exercised well? Have you band- 
aged them snugly and still do they swell? That's all I can offer, I regret, 
I sure do. I'm sorry, dear B,, there's no help for you. 
I really should have put in something about local massage to cover 


the things she could do for her fat ankles andlegs. See if you can fit 
that in In a rhyming way to my doggerel and send it to me. It's very 
important! 
There' is a corrugated roller, sort of a glorified rolling pin, on the 


market that Is splendid for local or generalized lat. While you massage 
yourself you also get some good active exercise at the same time. 


Busts often seem larger than they really are on account of the style 


of corset that is worn. A torset that pushes up the roll of fat (the 
spare tire) on the abdomen, also pushes up the. busts. A girdle corset 
which comes only up to the waistline and doesn't push the fat up. lowers 
the bust line appreciably; with that, a snug fitting brassiere which 
comes down over the line of the corset, should be worn. 
For the fat hips and turns, kicking exercises, floor rolling and mas- 


sage can be used. Brisk walks with a long stride also help shake 'em 
down. A friend of mine who was troubled with extra fat hips and who 
was not overweig-ht otherwise, actually took oK four inches in 
four 


months, simply by the kicking exercises. 
She kicked as high as pos- 


sible, back and forth and sideways, 100 times a day. in relays of 2o. 


AVhere there is a very great disproportion of fat, especially from the 


hips down, ii is thought that there is some disturbance of the internal 
secretory glands. These cases should be under the care of a physician 
who specializes in internal medicine. However, diet and exercise will do 
wonders, and will have to be included in any regime. 
For fat arms, try this exercise: stand with the arms to the side, nnd 


twist them in and out as far as they go, tensing the muscles at the 
same time. Do this 100 times a day,(at least) in relays of 25. 


Give yourself at least three months of persistent work with all of 


these exercises before you expect a material difference. _Do them every 
day. Good luck to you.

are collected, inequality exists. We 
should not tax too heavily the pro- 
ducers to pay the security holders. 
It is for this reason that we have 
sought a balance between debt re- 
duction and tax reduction.' 
Discussing the suggestion for a 


maximum of 20 per cent, Mr. Mel- 
lon asserted there had been a stimu- 
lation to business every time the 
surtax rates had been reduced. In 
those instances, he said, there 
been en evident increase in tax 
sources and the increased incomes 
'have made up a great part, if not 
all, of the loss in revenue from the 
higher incomes." 


Mellon Presents Figure*. 
"In 1922," the secretary continued, 
"with the maximum normal and 
surtaxes of 73 per cent, the total 
income collections, personal and 
corporate, were 51,501,000,000. 
In 


1923, under the 1S21 act, with max- 
imum sur and normal taxes of Ab 
per cent, the collections were $1,- 
825,000,000. In 1924, with the 2u pel- 
cent credit, but before the effect 
of the reduction of surtax could b->, 
tefl«ctcd in taxable income, the col- 
lections were 1,806,000,000. In Ifl25. 
the first year influenced by the 1924 
act, it is estimated that the collec- 
tions will be 51,833,000,000. In other 
words, in spite of the veiy sweep- 
ing reductions carried by the 1924 
act in tho lower trackels and t'no 
comparatively less reduction in the 
upper brackets, we will collect in 1925 
more money at lower rates than wo 
collected in 1325 at higher rates. 
"A reduction of the lower brack- 


ets in itself means no increase in 
t.-ixahlp income. A. man wirh a $5.000 
sclary does not carry funds in non- 
productive investments and a re- 
duction of his taxes does not there- 
fore, create additional taxable in- 
come.
